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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 4 and 6 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), 
or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in 
independent form. 

a) Claim 6 is objected to because claim 1 does not have formula (I) but only formula (1). 

b) Claim 4 should have formula (I) not formula (1). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-3,5,7-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kuwabara U.S. 
patent no. 6,775,059. 

As shown in claim 1 the patent teaches a near IR absorption material comprising a transparent 
substrate and a layer thereon comprising a near IR absorbing dye of a dithiol-nickel complex, a diimonium 
compound and a cyanine dye that meets the limitations of formula I in claim 1. 

In claim 8 the patent teaches a near IR absorption material comprising a transparent substrate, a 
transparent resin layer (applicant's near-IR absorption layer) comprising a near IR absorbing dye of a 
dithiol-nickel complex, a diimonium compound and a cyanin dye that meets the limitations of formula I in 
claim 2 and an adhesive layer containing a dye absorbing at 550 to 620 nm which claim 10 defines as a 
cyanin compound meeting the limitations of formula I in claim 2. As taught in claim 9 of the patent the 
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transparent resin layer has a compound meeting the quencher limitations of formula (5) in claim 8 and 
formula (10) in claim 9 of the instant application (M is Ni).
